They are Ordered to Ap­ 
pear in Court 


Nexf Monday Morning at 
Ten 
O'clock—Other Local News 
of Interest. 


To Proceed at Once. 


District Attorney Snpok yesterday 
asked that a special Grand Jury be 
immediately summoned to investigate 
the frauds in the County Tax Collec­ 
tor's 
office. 
There 
have been so 
many rumors going the rounds that 
the IVstrict Attorney thinks it advisable 
to have the frauds investigated. 
The 
matter was called to the attention of 
Superior Judge Frick yesterday and he 
remarked: 
"I think that it is proper 
that a Grand Jury be summoned at 
once." 


The rules of the Superior Court will 
have to be suspended in order to meet 
this particular case. 
Under the rules 
of the court two Grand Juries a year 
are summoned to investigate the aftairs 
of the county, one in March and 
the 
other in September. 
The four Su­ 
perior Judges have consented to have 
the rules suspended so that a special 
Grand Jury can be summoned. 


"I made a demand for a Grand 
Jury," said District Attorney Snook. 
"These frauds in the Tax Collector's 
office have assumed such 
proportions 
that they should be investigated. 
The 
evidence I have in hand will be pre­ 
sented to the Jury at the first meeting. 
I cjo not believe the Grand Jury will 
have much trouble in arriving at the 
facts in the case. 
We are getting new 
evidence every day, and to my mind 
the mystery of the missing $483 has 
been entirely cleared up. 
No official 
is to be shown any favor in this investi­ 
gation. 
I will present the evidence 
and the Grand Jury can do the rest." 


It has been asserted that County 
Auditor, VVhidden is fighting for time. 
Ex-Tax 
Collector 
Rosborough 
has 
openly made this assertion, and he has 
been anxious to have'the maroSr push­ 
ed to an issue. Mr. Whidden, however, 
says that he has no reason to make a 
play for time. 
He declares that he is 
ready to meet the issue. 
In the mean­ 
time the 
County 
Auditor is being 
shadowed day and night by a detective. 
This fact is generally known, and even 
Whidden is not advised that he is be­ 
ing watched at every turn. 


Attorney George E. De Golia, who 
represents the County Auditor, says 
that his client will be on hand when 
wanted. 
The attorney also declared 
that he is preparing a surprise for the 
enemies of the Auditor and will ask 
permission to bring the matter 
before 
the Grand Jury. 
The attorney inti­ 
mates that he will cause Rosborough 
and his deputy, Leo Park, to make an 
explanation. 


Charges and countercharges are to 
made, and there will be a general over­ 
hauling of the old and new accounts 
in the Tax Collector's office. 
In the 
mean time Whidden makes his appear­ 
ance at his office every day. 
He de­ 
clines to discuss the frauds and to his 
friends says that he is innocent. 


At 4 o'clock yesterday the four Su­ 
perior Judges held a meeting and made 
an order calling for a Grand Jury. The 
order directs that the names shall be 
drawn from the jury box in the regular 
way today. 
Just as soon as the list is 
made up it will be placed in the hands 
of the Sheriff. 
He is directed to have 
the jurors 
summoned to appear in 
court next Monday at ic a. in. 


Big Class. 


The 
regular fall examinations for 
freshmerf began yesterday at the Uni­ 
versity under the charge of Professors 
Bradley, Edwards 
and 
Hengstler. 
About 500 applicants for admission 
have already been filed but this does 
not include those 
from 
accredited 
schools. 
If the increase is as large as 
is expected it will necessitate the divi­ 
sion of the battalion of the University 
cadets, now numbering six companies, 
into two battalions of four companies 
each. 
These battalions will drill on 
alternate days, as the equipment at 
present is not sufficient to arm the en­ 
tire eight companies at once.

Miss Jennie Lewis, a domestic em­ 
ployed in the family of the Rev. Geo. 
Mooar of 450 Edwards street, Oakland, 
was shot in the head by a man sup­ 
posed to be Louis F. Muhler, a jilted 
lover, shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday. 
The young women will probably die. 


After firing the shot the" man walked 
away and made his escape. 
Chief of 
Police Lloyd and his detectives were 
not long in reaching the conclusion 
that the man was Muhlner. 


Miss Lewis is a girl of twenty years. 
She was engaged to marry a young 
man named Charles H. Miller. 
Muhl­ 
ner has been in love with the girl for 
years and has been a persistent suitor. 
This morning a young man called at 
the Mooar home and paid the girl a 
visit 
Mrs. Mooar is an invalid and 
under the care of a nurse. Her daugh 
ter, Miss Agnes Mooar, noticed the 
young man, but she did not pay much 
attention to his presence. 
Late in the, 
afternoon the young fellow, now be­ 
lieved to have been Muhlner, called 
again. He rang the front doorbell and 
Miss Lewis responded. 
She received 
her caller in a friendly way and 
they 
spent half an hour together seated on 
the front porch. 


From all that can be learned Miss 
Lewis retired to her room for a short 
time and secured all the letters written 
to her by Muhlner and returned them 
to him. 
The letters left in her room 
were found scattered about the table, 
indicating that she had made a search 
among her keepsakes. 
After return­ 
ing the letters Miss Lewis started to 
go around the side of the house lead­ 
ing to the rear door. She was followed 
by the man. 
The couple were under 
a fig tree when two shots were 
fired. 
The first shot missed the young woman 
but the second had a deadly effect. 
The 
ball entered over and in front of 
the left ear and ranged downward, and 
was imbedded-in the brain. 


No one saw the 
shooting. 
The 
nurse in the house was attracted 
by 
the noise, and raising 
the 
window 
looked out and saw the man walking 
calmly away from the scene. 
A sec­ 
ond glance revealed the prostrate form 
of the young woman. 
The nurse was 
so terrified by the sight that she would 
not leave her room for a long time. 
Finally 
she 
mustered 
up 
courage 
enough to go across the street 
and 
arouse the neighbors'. The police were 
summoned and Miss Lewis was re­ 
moved to the Receiving Hospital in 
the patrol wagon. 


Dr. Murray Johnson made an exam­ 
ination of the wound, and found that 
the bullet had entered the brain. 
He 
pronounced it a hopeless. case, and 
said that it was only a matter of a few 
hour* before the girl would die. 


A. C. Lewis, the father of the young 
girl, arrived in Oakland last night. 


"This" young man 
who shot 
my 
daughter is well known in our family," 
said Mr. Lewis. 
"Mulhner is his cor­ 
rect name. 
He was sent to Point 
Reyes 
Station 
from San Francisco, 
where he has a mother and sisters liv­ 
ing. 
He told us that he used to work 
in the Mills Building, and he seemed 
to know a great many people in San 
Francisco. 
This was simply the act 
of a jealous lover."

Value of the Thousand* of Ton* of Coal at 
Perth and South Amboy. 


Thousands of tons of coal are shipped 
from the ports of Perth and South Am­ 
boy, at the month of the Raritan river, 
every month. It is loaded in vessels for 
all points along the Atlantic seaboard 
and many European ports. The coal 
docks of the Lehigh Valley railroad at 
Perth Amboy are among the largest in 
the world. The docks of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad at South Amboy are 
nearly as large in shipping capacity. 


In connection with the handling of 
such immense quantities of coal one of 
the most troublesome problems for the 
railroad oompanies is to keep their roll­ 
ing stook in constant motion. It is con­ 
sidered a loss of revonuo for a oar to re­ 
main several days at a given point, and 
everything is done to facilitate the rapid 
movement of the oars, both loaded and 
empty. For a number of years loaded 
cars were kept standing in the storage 
yards of the Pennsylvania railroad at 
South Amboy for weeks at a time. At 
times the company was embarrassed for 
want of cars to transsport the coal from 
the mines. The difficulty was finally 
solved about three years ago. In place 
of the long string of loaded cars may 
now be seen immense piles of ooaL 


When a train arrives from the mines, 
the various kinds of coal are sorted out 
and the oars drilled to the proper side 
track for unloading. In close proximity 
to each side track stands a large derrick 
with a movable boom extending diagon­ 
ally into the air about 80 feet. To this 
boom is attached a large traveling belt, 
on which are fastened large buckets. The 
belt is operated by a small steam engine 
in charge of the man who manipulates 
the elevator. As the coal drops from the 
outlet in the car it falls into the buckets 
on the elevator belt and is carried to the 
end of the swinging boom, where it is 
dropped in the center of the pile and dis­ 
tributed by gravity. Tho ooal remains in 
these piles until it is required for ship­ 
ment ; then it is loaded in cars and trans­ 
ferred to the docks. 


The immense piles of coal usually 
contain from 10,000 to 12,000 ton^each, 
and are worth from $40,000 to $50,000, 
according to the market value of the 
ooaL It is frequently the case that there 
are 12 of these piles of coal in the stor­ 
age yard, representing a value of from 
$500,000 to $600,000. It was discovered 
recently that the coal rusted while in 
these piles. This did not detract from 
the burning qualities, but affected the 
soiling value. To provont this oanvas 
covers were made at a cost of $1,000 
each. When the piles of coal are all 
covered, the storage yard resembles a 
large circus. The sight of such an im­ 
mense quantity of ooal is viewed with 
astonishment by strangers, although the 
residents of South Amboy are so accus­ 
tomed to it that they never give it a seo- 
ond thought.—New York Telegram. 


AN 
ANCIENT 
BLOCKHOUSE. 


The Bouquet Redoubt the' Only One l b 
Existence. 


Here in Pennsylvania we find what 
is not in existence in the east or south 
—one of the original blockhouses built 
befoie the Revolution and still in a per­ 
fect state of preservation. All the others 
have disappeared. Forts Duquesne and 
Pitt are things of the past? but the re­ 
doubt of Colonel Bouquet stands today 
as it stood 180 years ago. To the Pitts­ 
burg chapter of the Daughters of the 
Revolution we are indebted for its res­ 
toration. It has been owned b y them 
since 1888. Until that year the old 
redoubt of Bouquet, as it is called, was 
occupied as a tenant house, and within 
its walls was born Pittsburg's local his­ 
torian, the late Neville B. Graige, Esq. 
Down on "the point," on a narrow, 
dirty little street called Fort street, sur­ 
rounded b y tumbledown buildings near­ 
ly as old as itself, is a little five sided 
building of stone and brick erected b y 
Colonel Bouquet in 1764 as a defense 
against the Indians. The lower story is 
of stone and the upper of brick. In both 
are perforations or loopholes, through 
which the defenders could fire with 
comparative safety from tho enemy. 


Why this redoubt was erected has 
been a query to us, as but a short dis­ 
tance away stood Fort Pitt, a work of 
considerable 
magnitude and whose 
erection cost the colony of Virginia, or 
the English government, £60,000, but 
the redoubt was built, as a stone Blab 
over the "door with the legend, "1764 
ColL Bouquet," testifies.—Philadelphia 
Times. 


Munich Street Lamps. 


The method adopted in Munich for 
lighting street lamps from the outside 
without opening the lamp has proved 
quite satisfactory, the results, as enu­ 
merated, being to economize in flashlight 
gas, to enable the lamps to be lit in a 
storm, to shut off the main stopcock, to 
light Welsbach lamps without explosion, 
and to prevent the casting of shadows. 
As described, the main pipe communi­ 
cates with a kindling pipe, which at one 
end comes to the outside of the lantern 
and at the other goes to the burner—this 
kindling pipe being bored with fine 
holes, whioh 
make a row of flying 
flames leading from the outside to the 
burner; the main pipe and its connec­ 
tions, with the stopcock, are divided so 
as to enable gas to be supplied to the 
kindling pipe and burner, and then to 
the burner alone. 
The lighting is done 
with the ordinary rod lamp, provided 
with an aperture at its end whioh re­ 
ceives the lower end of the kindling 
tuba 
When the lamplighter's pole is 
slipped into position, wind has no effect 
on the kindling operation.—New York 
gun.
